Several important developments
to-day combined to support the im-
pression that the bonus raid on the
Government finances and the husi-
ness of the country ig dead, for the
time being at least.

It may get a new lease of life as
B result of the persistent activi'ies of
its friends, who refuse to admit de-
feat, but the belief generally pre-
vails in both houses of Congress that
it will be put away-in cold storage
afler a gasp or two.

That it will crop out later and at
every session of Congress for many
years to come is highly probable.
But unless the present situation
should radically change, executive of-
ficials and the more level headed
members of {he two houses are con-
vinced that mo measure which will
stand a chance of receiving Presiden-
tial approval or repassage in the Sen-
ate over a veto will get beyond the
House of Representatives,

Cansen of the Change,

The causes that contributed to the
belief that the rald is to be tempor-
arily suspended are these:

1. The approval of & “round
robin" circulated in the House by
the delegations from several States
pledging the signers to oppose the
adoption of a sales tax for financ-
Ing the benus or for any other rea-
son, the effect of which makes the
passage of*t"Donus bill practically
Impossible.

2. The statement of Secretary of
the Treasury Mellon and Commis-
sioner of Internal Hevenue Halnes
to the Ways and Means Committee
of the House this afternoon that
the adoption of a tax on sales or
increase in any other furm of taxa-
tion will prove disastrous to the
country ns well ds greatly increas-
ing the cost of administration
through the creation of a new and
expensive Treasury bureau.

3. Indignation and vesentment
among executive officials and mem-
hers of the two houees over the im-
pertinent telegraphic demand made
by Commander MacNider of the
American Legion that the honus
bill be put through withioui further
delay, a communication that is ex
pected to elicit a reply from the
President clearly stating his own
feelings in the matter.

To Concentrate on Disabled.

4. The pronounced growth of sen-
timent in favor of postponing forthe
present consideration of any legis-
lation for the beneflt of ex-service
men except & bill making the most
liberal provision for the sick,
wounded and helplesa wvictims of
the world war, which is already as-
sured.

5. The opening of a bitter firht
between Senators and Hepresenta-
tives representing the agricultural
bloe on the one hand and the advo-
cates of bonus legislation on the
other over the sales tax.

Experienced observers {n both
houses of Congress were in unani-
mous agreement to-night that under
present conditions it will be impos-
aible to pass a bonus bill in elther
branch and especially in the Senate,

The optimism of Sennlors and Rep-
resentatives who favor adoption of
the sale, tax to flnunce the bonus raid
was punctured by Secretary Mellon
at his conference with the members
of the Ways and Means subcommit-
tee. The Becretary told tho legisla-
tors he had not changed hizs mind as
to the undesieability of ifssuing short
term certificates or long time bonds
or Imposing further taxes on the peo-
ple.

Indorses Harding View.

Bearatary Mellon indorsed President
Harding's suggestion that the least
ohjectionable way to ralse money for
the bonus raid would be through the
adoption of a general sales tax on
production rather than on  specific
commodities, He sald a sales tax of
from 2 to 4 per cent. would be needed
to ralse an annual revenue of $450,-
000,000, which wonld be necessary to
enrry out the terms of the bonus
measure.
